She  enjoyed  her  chosen  profession. 

No  better  description  of  Miss  Essie  Long  can 
be  given  than  that,  for  through  her  chosen  pro- 
fession, that  of  an  artist  and  an  art  teacher, 
Miss  Long  gave  generously  of  her  talent,  her 
originality,  her  gaiety,  her  friendship,  and  her- 
self. 

No  one  who  has  ever  worked — or  played — closely 
with  Miss  Long  will  forgot  her.  Many  people 
have  tangible  remembrances  of  her;  her  orig- 
inal Christmas  cards  with  the  covered  bridge 
trademark,  small  gifts,  the  watercolor  hanging 
in  the  Selleck  Art  Gallery,  gaily  painted  gift- 
wrappings,  saucy  favors.  But  everyone  who  knew 
her  will  have  some  intangible  recollections  of 
her;  her  smile,  the  friendly  little  chats  in  the 
halls,  her  love  of  color,  her  readiness  to  help 
or  give  suggestions,  her  integrity,  her  encourag- 
ing words,  her  bravery.

1951  Varsity  Posts  5-4  Record 


Shortridge's  1951  Blue  Devils  finished  up  the 
grid  season  with  a  5-4  total  just  as  the  '50  club 
did.  Coach  George  Gale  started  off  the  season 
by  playing  host  to  Fort  Wayne  South  Side  on 
the  Julius  Field. 

Stan  Feezle,  junior  halfback,  was  too  much 
for  the  Archers,  and  so  were  his  13  points  col- 
lected on  two  TD's  and  an  extra  point.  South 
Side  escaped  the  horse  collar  by  scoring  in  the 
fourth  period  but  Shortridge  wound  up  with  a 
13-7  victory. 

The  Blue  Devils'  trip  to  Crawfordsville  paid 
off  with  a  14-6  win  over  the  Athenians.  Feezle 
again  carried  most  of  the  scoring  load  by  tallying 
eight  points.  Crispus  Attucks  furnished  the  first 
city  competition  for  the  Blue  Devils  but  they 
bowed,  25-6,  to  the  Satans.  Although  the  Tiger 
game  was  a  victory  on  the  books  for  Shortridge, 
it  really  was  a  loss  in  that  Stan  Feezle,  who 
had  tallied  21  points  in  two  games,  received  a 
knee  injury  that  ended  the  grid  season  for  him. 

Cincinnati  Withrow  put  a  damper  on  any  ideas 
of  an  undefeated  season  at  Shortridge  with  a 
narrow  18-12  decision  on  their  home  field.  Ca- 
thedral added  the  second  defeat  to  the  Satan 
list  with  a  25-13  victory  on  their  CYO  Field. 
Bob  Springer  accounted  for  three  Irish  tallies. 

A  20-0  victory  over  Washington  put  Shortridge 
back  in  the  victory  column.    This  was  the  game 


the  team  won  for  Bill  Ney,  who  was  out  for  the 
year  when  he  contracted  an  illness  after  the 
Cathedral  game.  The  Galemen  were  nosed  out, 
28-20,  by  Tech  and  Joe  Sexson.  Big  Joe  tallied 
three  times  against  the  Satans  despite  SHS 
quarterback  Dick  Hall's  seven  completions  on 
14  attempted  passes. 

The  Manual  game  was  the  coldest  of  the 
year  from  the  spectators'  standpoint;  but  from 
the  players'  side,  it  was  Shortridge's  hottest. 
The  Blue  squad  ran  over  the  Redskins  by  a 
40-21  score  in  a  contest  that  saw  Jack  Barney 
rack  up  four  TD's  while  Manual's  ace,  Dick 
Nyers,  accounted  for  15  points. 

Shortridge  ended  the  season  against  Broad 
Ripple  on  the  Satan  home  field,  which  resembled 
a  sea  of  mud.  The  Rockets  slushed  through  to 
a  31-19  win  despite  19  Shortridge  points  in  the 
last   quarter. 

The  Blue  Devil  squad  was  well  supplied  with 
returning  lettermen  for  the  1951  season.  Line- 
men back  for  another  year  were  Jack  Barney, 
end;  Dave  Shirley  and  Denny  Krick,  tackles; 
Jim  Thompson  and  Jack  Kimmel,  guards;  and 
Bill  Ney,  center.  Backfield  men  who  had  earned 
letters  the  year  before  were  Jay  Jacobs  and  Ed 
Praed,  fullbacks;  Ron  Passwater  and  Stan 
Feezle,  halfbacks.  The  ball  club  chose  Barney 
as  the  most  valuable  player  for  the  '51  season.

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State  Champ  Emerges  from  Track  Squad 


Coach  Roy  Aberson's  track  squad  got  their 
season  off  to  a  flying  start  in  the  Hoosier  Relays 
at  Bloomington.  The  Blue  Devils  won  one  of 
the  four  sections  of  the  two-mile  relay.  Besides 
the  first,  there  were  several  solid  seconds  and 
thirds. 

Jeff  of  Lafayette  downed  the  Satans  in  their 
first  dual  meet  although  junior  Bob  Bruce  turned 
in  a  :52.5  quarter  mile  run.  John  Peterson 
topped  45  feet  in  the  shot  put  and  Bill  Arbaugh 
broad-jumped  20  feet,  &V4  inches. 

The  Blue  Devils  ran  over  Attucks  and  Pike 
Township  by  a  count  of  69-33-30.  Bruce,  who 
already  held  the  state's  best  quarter,  turned  in 
a  2:02.4  effort  in  the  half  mile.  Russ  Murphy 
won  the  mile  event  and  Jack  Praed  copped  the 
220  in   :24.4. 

The  Indianapolis  Relays  were  next  on  the 
track  agenda.  Bruce  turned  in  a  sizzling  2:00.8 
half-mile  jaunt,  two  full  seconds  under  the  Short- 
ridge  record  for  that  event.  Murphy  and  John 
Earl  ran  exceptionally  well  in  the  two-mile  relay. 


Bill  Arbaugh  topped  the  20-foot  mark  again  to 
take  the  first  spot  in  the  broad  jump. 

In  the  City  Meet,  Bruce  again  lowered  the  880 
mark  to  2:02  while  freshman  Bob  Maxey  topped 
the  bar  for  5'6"  which  was  good  for  a  tie  for 
third  in  the  high  jump.  Shortridge  finished  fifth 
in  the  events. 

Seven  Blue  Devils  qualified  in  the  sectional 
meet  for  the  regionals.  Murphy,  Jim  Bose,  Bruce, 
Arbaugh,  Peterson,  Maxey,  and  Herb  Rieke  came 
through  the  meet  ready  for  another  week's  ac- 
tion. Maxey  lifted  his  frosh  record  to  5'7^4"  and 
high  pole  vaulter  Rieke  cleared  the  bar  at  10'6". 

Of  the  seven,  Bruce  and  Arbaugh  completed 
the  next  step  by  coming  through  the  regionals. 
Bruce  got  2:00.7  in  the  880  while  Arbaugh  jumped
